The enclosed papers are filed in response to a Notice of Abandonment mailed 28 
December 1995. It is believed that these papers correct the defects found in the response to the 
Notice to File Missing Parts and further contain the suggested Petition for Revival Under 37 
C.F.R.§ 1.1 37(b). 

The defects noted in the response to Notice to File Missing Parts were the absence of a 
Petition and fee for an Extension of Time until the date said Missing Parts were filed and, 
although not expressly required for a complete response, a Certification Under 37 C.F.R.
